Year By Officials 


Story Out Of Washington 
Is Heartening To Cane 
Producers 


Cane growers and would-be cane 
growers in the Lake Okcechobee 
region were heartened the first of 
te week by an Associated Press 
story out of Washington. which 
says all restrictions on sugar cane 
armers may be lifted in, 1940, 
Many growers in this section anti- 
cipate planting cane when the re- 
strictibns are lifted. -The story, 
which caused elation among those 
interested in cane production, fol- 
lows: * 

Federal farm officials have vir- 
tually decided to lift all restric- 
tions in 1940-on the production of 
sugar by fatmers in the Continen- 
tal United States, despite concern 
expressed in state . department 
quarters that such action, might 
adversely affect trade with Cuba, 
Puerto Rico. Hawall ahd the 
Philippines. 

Under past New Deal farm pro- 
grams, domestic sugar producers 
have been limited to the produc- 
tion of about 30 per cent of the 
nation's needs. The balance was. 
Imported from the island posses- 
sions and Cuba. ^ 

Recent discussions with leaders 
in the domestic sugar " inBustry, 
farm officials said, haye indi 
that a majority of the produders 
desired to be unbampered by - re- 
strictions im 1040. & formal an- 
nouncement of agriculture depart- 
ment plans is expected to be made.

Lifting of restrictions on domes- 
tic production, some officials said, 
could be expected -to result in) a 
larger production in this country 
and consequently a smaller mar- 
ket for sugar produced by Cuba 
and the offsliore possessions. 

Should sugar sales by Cuba De; 
reduced, the island growers sy, 
their purchases of industrisi goods 
in this country might suffer. 

If there were no sigar control 
program, growers in this country 
as well as those in Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico would receive no.gov- 
ernment subsídies. The subsidies 
have been averaging about $48,- 
000,000 a year, of which about 
$33,000,000 went to producers of 
sügür cane and sugar, beets. in 
Continental United Státes.

EAT THE SURPLUS 


Vanished indeed are the heavy laden 
tables of our great-grandfathers'' There 
used to be three and four kinds of meat and 
vegetables, all sorts of breads and jellies, 
and a large appetite on the part of all par- 
ticipants. Today, in this area of machine 
and luxury, we do not have the need of 
energy and the craving "for such large 
meáls a5 they did in those days. Then the 
lunch-box was full, for the laborer worked 
longer hours, the school children usually 
walked to and fro which made for an in- 
creased appetite. The housewife did not 
have the electrical equipment which made 
her work. more tiresome. All of this lead 
to larger appetites than today. 

We are informed that if we returned to 

„the old-fashioned appetites of yesteryear, 
our crop surpluses would be not &o much of 
a problem. Less food is required for to- 
day's type of living. There has been a great 
"reduction in consumptior since 1900 of 
"wheat, corn, cattle and hogs. Of conrse we 
must remember that thére has been an in- 
£reased appetite for fruits and vegetables. 
But whether it is true or riot that increas- 
ed appetites of the old-fashioned kind would 
solve the crop surplus problem, there are 
many Lake Okeechobee region folks who 
can well recall the days when the dinner 
table was.laden twice as heavy and the 
body needed twice the amount of food.
